LONDON (A PI—Storms with 
torrential 
rains

winds 
strong enough to rip off roofs 
swept across northern Europe 
on Monday, leaving a trail of 
death, destruction and floods.

In addition to rejecting bids for leasing police cars and 
the remodeling of Pottstown Library, and okaying condem­ 
nation of property for a municipal employes parking lot and 
passing a resolution for the beginning of urban renewal in 
the Manatawny Creek area, members of Pottstown Borough 
Council Monday night: 
• Accepted the bid of $3,366 from Ludwiek Motors Inc., 
3rd and Hanover streets, for the furnishing of one police 
car, and the bid of $14,784 from Truck Marl of Pennsylvania 
for a new trash truck. 
• Passed dual resolutions calling on the state to use 
some of its $90 million to be received annually from federal 
revenue sharing for payments in lieu of taxes from flood 
victims who will be made exempt from some of those levies, 
and to set up a subsidy to municipalities for civilian employe 
pension funds. 
• Drafted a resolution to the State Department of Trans­ 
portation asking for a traffic signal at industrial Highway 
and the Keim Street bridge and heard news from Borough 
Manager Joseph D. Banta that a state traffic survey com­ 
pleted there today showed sufficient traffic to warrant a 
traffic signal.

ft 1 1 Dollar Diplomacy 


Dollar diplomacy for a long period 
was derided as a failure which bought 
enemies instead of friends. It is being 
re-employed in a big way,-however, jf 
fact it ever slopped. 
No one has yet said how much the 
United States' has agreed to pay Nórfh 
Vietnam in reparations, or reconstruction, 
but it is obvious Dr. Kissinger has offered 
some large amount — probably in the bil­ 
lions of dollars. 
** * 
Then there is the matter of some of 
the side conditions employed in the trade 
agreements signed wifh the Soviet Union. 
One *of those was to settle the Soviet’s 
World War II lend-lease debt for $722 mil­ 
lion. That debt stood a4 $11 billion 23 
years ago, but has been gradually for­ 


given by Washington over the years in 
an effort to reach a settlement. 
The amount the Soviets finally will pay 
does not begin to meet the interest on the 
original debt for a quarter century. The 
amount agreed upon does not have to be 
completely repaid until the year 2001. 
In return for agreeing to pay anything 
at all, the Soviets have been granted most 
favored nation status, which means they 
will receive the most favorable trade 
terms offered anyone. That treatment 
does not await repayment of the debt, 
but is in effect now. 
This is strange diplomatic behavior. 
Almost as strange as offering Fidel Castro 
several billions to permit us to re-estab­ 
lish relations with Cuba would be.

What Gout Is All About

I awoke one night with ex- 
c r u c i a t i n g pain. It was 
diagnosed as a kidney stone,. 
Only later was it found that 
the stone1 was caused by gout. 
I am 50 and have never had 
symptoms of gout. I wonder 
how long it could have existed, 
without, my knowing about it. 
Mr. T.C.A., Tex. 


Dear Mr. A: 
'Gout is a very complex 
condition that involves 'many 
organs of the body. 
'When we speak of gout, we 
somehow visualize the classical 
picture of the self-indulgent, 
overweight man, sitting in his 
overstuffed chair with his toe 
swathed, in, enormous bandages. 
Actually, gout does not favor 
the rich or the self-indulgent... 
It can occur in every level of 
society. 
Frequently, it is over looked 
because the symptoms may be 
so meager at first. 'Vague1 pains 
in. the joints may thus be 
overlooked as evidence of gout 
unless the blood is studied for 
abnormal amounts of uric acid. 
'Gout is a disturbance of the 
manufacture and accumulation 
of uric acid from certain foods. 


There is some hereditary ten­ 
dency for this condition, to occur 
more frequently in men than 
in women. 
Uric acid studies are now a 
part of every complete blood 
examination. 
In 
this way, 
potential gout patients are 
flushed out of hiding long before 
the appearance of any symp­ 
toms in the joints, or stones 
in the kidney. 
Unlike calcium stones, uric 
add stones do not show 
themselves 
by 
X-ray 
and 
therefore may be: overlooked, 
Uric add is produced from 
foods that contain a high quality 
of purines. Foods like liver, 
sardines, anchovies, kidneys, 
sweetbreads and gravies are 
high in purines... 
Diet and drags can now 
prevent the progress of gout 
when if is recognized early. Two 
types of drugs are used. One, 
probenecid, aims at increasing 
the amount of uric acid ex­ 
creted from the body ‘in the 
urine. The second, a. newer 
drug, allopurínol, prevente the 
formation of uric acid, even 
from foods, that are high ir 
purine.

Shapp Faces Divided Legislature

HARRISBURG 
— 
One 
in­ 
teresting exercise 
that 
adds 
spice to any analysis of election 
results is to review what the 
politicians 
said 
during 
the 
campaign 
and examine those 
exhortations in light of what the 
final judges — the voters — 
decided. 
For example, five days before 
the just-concluded election, Gov. 
Shapp, 
a 
Democrat, 
told 
a 
Bradford 
County 
Democratic 
dinner that the * election of a 
Republican 
legislature 
would 
“ return 
Pennsylvania, 
to 
toe 
policies 
of 
bankruptcy 
and 
runaway spending which were 
the tradem arks of the Shafer 
adm inistration.” 


The governor took the same 
occasion to reiterate his pledge 
of no new or increased taxes 
for the rem ainder of his term 


and wrapped up his chat with 
this rejoinder: 
‘"As, 'usual, 
the 
Republicans 
will say and do anything to get 
elected;. And the people will see 
through 
this 
deception 
next 
Tuesday as they did in 1970 and 
return Democratic majorities to 
both the State Senate and the 
House of Representatives.” 
Apparently 
the 
voters saw 
more than the governor counted 
on. Although they returned the 
State 
Senate 
safely 
into the 
Democratic 
fold, 
the 
ballot- 
m arkers also sent along — ye 
gads! — a Republican House 
of Representatives. 
Now it rem ains to 'be seen 
if, as his excellency predicted, 
Pennsylvania returns to “ the 
policies 
of 
bankruptcy 
and 
runaway spending.” (Since the 
governor was half right in his 
prognostication, does this mean 
the State is only headed to 50 
per cent bankruptcy? 


Be that as it may, Shapp will 
now be saddled with the same 
problem 
that 
faced 
his 
two 
R e p u b 1 i c a n 
predecessors. 
Governors Scranton and Shafer 
— that is, ruling with a divided 
legislature in the last two years 
of their terms. 


But in 'Gov. Shapp’s case the 
situation will be even sticker 
since he is desirous of running: 
for re-election two years from 
now 
and; 
will 
be' 
the 
first 
governor so enabled in many 
a Pennsylvania moon, thanks to 
a 
r e c e n t 
Constitutional 
Amendment. 
In addition, the gent expected 
to be selected House Speaker, 
Rep. Kenneth B. Lee, has to 
be considered in the running for 
GOP 
gubernatorial 
standard- 
bearer in light of his" party’s 
takeover in that chamber. Lee 
is 
hands-down 
the 
toughest 
critic of the governor in the 


legislature and is now drafting 
his laundry 
list of barbs to 
toss at the incumbent. 
Meanwhile, 
there 
is 
the 
remainder 
of 
the current 
session to be contended, with 
starting this week and possibly 
extending through the end of 


this month when, by law, it goes 
into the history books:. 
Wi l l 
Gov. 
Shapp 
and 
Democratic 
leaders in 
the 
legislature utilize this waning 
time for a “ last hurrah” of bill- 
passing, ramming through what 
they can while the calendar and 
pro-administration 
legislative 
domination is on their side? 
There are 
any 
number 
of 
issues that could be bandied 
about such 
as 
no-fault 
auto 
insurance and how to handle 
Pennsylvania's 
state 
govern­ 
ment share of $91.3 million it 
will receive under the recently 


enacted federal revenue sharing 
law. 
Generally speaking, however, 
the onset of a ‘ split” legislature 
(one cham ber Democratic and 
the other Rebpulican) ought to 
be 
viewed 
as 
a 
welcome 
change; not so much because 
one party ousted another but 
rather because it restores to 
Pennsylvania 
the 
benefit 
of 
‘ ‘ c h e c k s 
and 
balances.” 
Regardless of party label, this 
usually is a better situation than 
having one party in command 
of the governor’s office and both 
chambers of the legislature. 
This means, for example, that

Rudolf Friml 
Dies at 92 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif. (AP> — 
“ I’m so full of music that if I 
don’t sit down and let some of 
it flow, I think I would burst 
from the pressure.” 
And flow it did for more than 
56 years from the genius of Ru­ 
dolf Frim l, the famed composer 
of operettas. 
Friml died at the .age of 92 in 
Presbyterian 
Hospital 
Sunday 
night. He had entered the hos­ 
pital Oct. 5 because of internal 
bleeding. 
Friml 
made 
the 
remark 
about being filled with music in 
an interview when 90. 
He composed 33 operettas — 
including 
such 
favorites 
as 
“ Rose M arie” and ‘‘Vagabond 
King” 
— 
and 
hundreds 
of 
songs, 
among 
them 
“Indian 
Love Call” and “Donkey Sere-j 
nade.” 


OPERETTAS 
Fnm l was ranked with Victor 
Herbert and Sigmund Romberg 
as giants in the composition of 
the charming and lighthearted 
m usical works called operettas. 
“ Some composers think a lot 
I just do It,” Frim l once 
said. “ I improvise on the spot. 
I have not the slightest idea 
what I am going to play. I let 
God give me some melodies.” 
He was scornful of current 
popular music. “I pity this gen­ 
eraron 
of 
voiceless 
singers, 
snapping their fingers to the 
eternal 
4-4 
beat. 
Music has 
gone to the devil. How can they 
write 
good music if they’ve, 
never heard of it?” 
Frim l was 'bom in Prague. 
Czechoslovakia, Dec. 7, 
1879, 
the son of a baker. He liked to 
relate that his father set out 
one 
day 
to 
buy 
firewood, 
stopped at a tavern and instead 
bought a piano. 


BEGAN AT AGE 4 
Frim l began thumping on the 
piano at the age of 4, and at 6 
was playing the organ for Mass 
in the local Catholic church. He 
studied 
at the 
Prague 
Con­ 
servatory 
of 
Music 
for 
six 
years and came to the United 
States in 1901 aS accompanist 
for violinist Jan Kubelik. 
He wrote his first operetta. 
“Firefly,” 
in 
1912. 
“ Rose 
M arie” opened in New York in 
1924 and played 557 perform­ 
ances. 
Three 
motion 
picture 
versions of it were m ade. 
F rim l cam e to Hollywood in 
1932 and wrote the scores of 
m any motion pictures. He lived 
in a lavish Mediterranean-style 
home 
.atop 
Mount 
Lookout, 
overlooking Hollywood on one 
side and the Pacific Ocean on 
the other. 
Friml kept active, both musi­ 
cally and physically. At 86, he 
m ade 
a 
five-month 
concert 
tour. At 90, he was still going 
through a rigorous program of 
daily exercises, including push­ 
ups and standing on his head. 
He is survived by his fourth 
wife, Kay, and a son, Rudolf 
Jr. of Los Angeles. 
Arrangements for the funeral 
were incomplete.

Epidemic

MIAMI (AP) — An epidemic 
of meningoencephalitis — a dis­ 
ease attacking the membranes 
surrounding the brain — has 
broken out among children in 
Havaivi Province, the Cuban 
radio reported Monday. 
The broadcasts, monitored in 
Miami, 
emphasized 
that 
the 
disease was in its milder stages 
and said 139 children had been 
released from a Havana hoapi 
tal in the past few days. 
Doctors and public health of­ 
ficials were quoted by the radio 
.as saying that the illness — 
producing fever, vomiting and 
recurring 
headaches 
— 
had 
stricken primarily children in 
the 5-14 age group. No deaths 
have been reported, they said. 
A noted Cuban exile doctor In

disputed the

and officials on the island that 
the disease could be “extereme- 
ly mild.” 
* Dr. Fidel Nunez-Carrion said 
meningoencephalitis

which in its pure form can 
cause a 60 to 70 per cent death 
rate.” 
He said he thought the opti­ 
mistic reports by doctors on the 
island were caused either by 
diagnostic error or that they 
weren’t fully aware of the pos­ 
sible consequences of such an 
outbreak.

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Supreme Court Refuses to Hear Appeal from Baby Lenore’s Mother 


MIAMI 
(AP) — After 2'k 
years of uncertainty, the adop­ 
tive parents of Baby Lenore De 
Martino joyfully vowed Monday 
to give her “ all the necessities, 
most importantly, love;' now 
that the U.S. Supreme Court 
has ended the natural mother’s 
chances of regaining custody of 
the child. 
The Supreme Court on Mon-i 
day refused to hear an appeal 
by 
Olga 
Scarpetta, 
32, 
who 
asked the court to overturn a 
Florida 
appeals 
court ruling \ 


granting custody of the 2^-' 
year-old child to Nicholas and 
Jean De Martino. 
De Martino and his wife fled 
New York after courts in that 
state ordered them to give up 
custody of Lenore, whom, they 
took for adoption days after her 
birth. 
“ Little Lenore comes in like 
clockwork at 5 every morning 
and taps mommy and daddy on 
the head, clutching a pillow, 
and says, i'm here,’ ” Mrs. De 
Martino said at a news confer-1 


ence. “I’m going to add tomor-l 
row morning. ‘For good.’ ’ ’

Martino 
said 
he 
now 
planned to complete the legal 
adoption procedure in Florida. 
He avid his wife have another 
daughter, Linda, 6, who also is' 
adopted. 
Lenore and Linda were not at 
the news conference. 
The De Martinos said Lenore 
knows now that she is not their 
natural child, but when asked if 
she would be told about the 
long

answered,

take it a day at a time,*’ and 
tell the child when the parents 
believe she is old enough to un­ 
derstand.

The De Martinos also said 
they would allow Lenore to vis­ 
it Miss Scarpetta if the child 
wanted to do so when she was 
older.

Martino has passed the state 
bar exam and works for a real 
estate agency. 
Friends in 
Miami say De 
Martino gave up a flourishing 
law practice when he left New 
I; York. The family had moved 
into their dream home the year 
before the adoption after wait­ 
ing .years until they could af- 
¡ford it. 
Miss Scarpetta came to New 
York 
from 
Colombia, 
South 
America, to give birth to her 


out-of-wedlock child, Lenore, on 
May 
18, 1970. She gave the 
baby up for adoption four days 
later. 
Miss Scarpetta changed her 
mind and in a successful fight 
through, the New York courts 
won an order returning the 
child to its natural mother. The 
courts in New' York followed 
the general rule that a child is 
better off with its natural moth­ 
er, especially if she is capable 
of rearing the baby. 


The De Martinos immediately 
moved to Florida where the 
court fight started anew. 
The Florida 3rd Circuit Ap­ 
peals Court, noting the child is 
now more than 2 years old. 
said more damage would, be 
done if Lenore were returned lo 
her natural mother. 
Jacob D. Fuchsberg, attorney

LOS ANGELES — An im pressive feature of pro­ 
fessional football is the personal discipline the princi­ 
pals are able to exercise. 
Taught restrain t from the tim e they first learn 
the gam e in high school, they are able to endure out­ 
landish physical abuse without losing th eir com posure. 
The battle of the pits, or interior line, is fierce. Re­ 
ceivers and backs are sm eared, elbowed, jum ped upon 
and subjected to countless other acts of m alevolence, 
from which they usually walk quietly away. 
They are trained to take this ill-treatm ent not as a 
lesson in m oral strength, but in the interest of their 
team . 
You react openly to persecution and it costs your 
group 15. It m ay also get you kicked out of the m atch. 
NOW WHAT? 
So pro football players are conscious of fighting, 
leading you to wonder about a legal ruling the other 
day which voided fines levied by the com m issioner 
against the athletes for a practice called bench-clear­ 
ing. 
The owners had passed a rule to discourage this 
type of thing. Nothing is m ore dangerous and less 
dignified than a m ass fight at a sports event. 
Som ething between two com batants can be con­ 
trolled quickly. And even when others on the field get 
involved, the problem is usually m anageable. 
But when 58 others leave the sidelines and join the 
attack, swinging helm ets, kicking, tackling, wrestling 
and punching, a serious problem develops. 
First, the chance of injury increases. Second, the 
em inence of the athletes is badly dam aged. Pro foot­ 
ball players have enough trouble with critics who 
see them as savages, pounding each other sadistically 
each Sunday. 
The gam e is ferocious, unm istakably. But pro foot­ 
ball players are anything but anim als. 
Collectively, 
they m ay be m ore intelligent than any other group in 
professional sports. 
So when they fall to unruliness, whooping and 
howling and engaged in m ob fighting, they m ake dam n 
fools of them selves. 
Finally, bench-clearing can provoke a real crisis 
in a stadium . It can inspire the lunatics in the stands 
to leave their seats and com e onto the field. 
To dissuade scenes of this nature, the com m is­ 
sioner fastened $21,200 in fines on players last year 
for com ing off the sideline. 
The players’ association fought it, claim ing the 
rule prohibiting this p ractice was im posed unilater­ 
ally without consultation with the athletes. 
Mind you, the wisdom of the rule w as transcended 
in im portance by protocol. 
R ather than acknowledge that such legislation was 
in the interest of the p layers and the sport, the asso­ 
ciation chose to flex its m uscles and w ent to court. 
And a governm ent hearing exam iner ruled in its 
favor, ordering the league to refund the $21,200 in 
fines plus six per cent interest. 
When sports are involved, you never know w hat is 
going to come out of hearings. One arbitration board 
ruled th at Alex Johnson, guilty of num berless acts of 
loafing, was the victim of an emotional upset caused 
by the pressures of baseball. 
And it ordered the California Angels to give him 
$27.000 in unpaid salary, the sam e as if Johnson had 
suffered a physical injury in line of duty. 
If it is illegal to levy fines for bench-clearing in 
football, w hat is going to happen in hockey in which 
penalties for this p ractice have been heavy for years? 
BOWIE KUHN'S DILEMMA 
And how is the baseball com m issioner going to 
take $500 in fines from B ert C am páneris for throwing 
a bat? This decision is very much unilateral. 
And how is C harlie Finley going to be fined $2.500 
for tendering bonuses of $5.000 to his players? Owners 
imposed the rule against bonuses quite without con­ 
sulting the players’ association. 
D em urring, blockage and legal w easling have be­ 
come so indigenous to our everyday existence in this 
country that it becom es increasingly difficult to im ­ 
plem ent rules of com m on sense and practicality. 
You can’t have m ob fights on football fields. The 
players know it. But they also know their rights. 
And no one can be h ard er to deal with than a m an 
who has learned his loopholes.

WASHINGTON <AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 7 to 2 
Monday that the Pentagon Pa­ 
pers trial of Daniel Ellsberg 
and Anthony Russo could 'be re­ 
sumed without the government 
disclosing its wiretap logs to 
the defendants. 
The ruling, which draw dis­ 
sents from Justices William O. 
Douglas and William J. Bren­ 
nan Jr., was in the form of a 
routine order that turned aside 
Ellsberg and Russo’s petition 
for a hearing, The order con­ 
tained no comment on the ques­ 
tions they had raised. 
Douglas had ordered the trial 
suspended in July to allow Ells­ 


berg and Russo to file an ap­ 
peal that contended the defend­ 
ants and their lawyers bad e 
right to examine the1 wiretap­ 
ping 
records 
to 
determine; 
whether the bugging produced 
illegal evidence or leads for the 
prosecution. 
The justice said the court 
should have granted the defend­ 
ant! a hearing "to resolve what 
immunity the executive branch 
has in setting up schemes of 
pervasive surveillance of for­ 
eign nationals that is unrelated 
¡to espionage.” 
Trial Judge Matt Byrne of 
Los Angeles and the U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court in San Francisco had 


ruled that the wiretapping was 
irrelevant to the prosecution. 
REFLECTS VIEW 
Ellsberg, reached by 'The As­ 
sociated Press at his home in 
Cambrdige, 
Mass., 
said 
he 
thinks the ruling reflects the 
court’s view that trials should 
not be interrupted, rather than 
its position on wiretapping. 
The once-hawkisk analyst for 
the Rand Corp.. said that once 
the trial was resumed his law­ 
yers would ask Byrne to dis­ 
miss the jury. An aide to the 
judge told the AP, meanwhile, 
that he would call the lawyers 
in the case to meet with him by- 
the end of the week and would 


decide the next step then. 
In a second ruling, the court 
denied a hearing to William T. 
Farr, a Los Angeles newsman 
who was cited for contem.pt for 
a story he wrote during the 
Manson trial. 
Farr, 37, had obtained from 
lawyers a copy of a statement 
from a prospective witness that 
E 11 z a b e t h Taylor, actress,, 
Frank Sinatra, the singer, and 
other celebrities were to have 
been murdered. 
Farr’s story was published in 
The Los Angeles Herald-Exam- 
iner Oct. 9, 1970. A judicial or­ 
der then in effect prohibited 
lawyers and others directly in­ 


volved in the trial from out-of- 
court discussions about the pro­ 
ceedings. 
The presiding judge, Charles 
H, 
Oilier, subsequently 
sum­ 
moned 
Farr 
and 
questioned 
him about the source of his sto­ 
ry. The new "ii in refused to 
identify the lawyers and in­ 
voked a California law that

tempt judgments. 
In the appeal, F arr argued 
that the First Amendment pro­ 
tects newsmen from being com­ 
pelled to divulge their sources,

to the 
issues. 
In Los Angeles, Farr told the 
AP he expects to be: called be­

still going to have to refuse to 
answer the questions . . . The 
reason is that I gave someone 
both my personal and profes­

source secret. I intend to keep 
that promise.”
